Gen. Angeles, military rival oi 
Obregon, sided with Villa.

ed when Villa demanded that Car- 
ranza proclaim

presideni 


according to the "plan of Guadaln- 
po," name a cabinet and call elec- 
tions. Carrauza did not do this. I 
would have disqualified, him for th( 
presidency. 


The Agnus Calientes convention 


was then called to mediate. Car- 
ranza claimed the

packed by Villa delegates planning 
his overthrow.
